The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 22nd April, i960 relate to 
184 towns with an estimated population of 24,472 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 283 and thoir population is 
28,421 thousands. Thus 79% of the total number of towns 
representing 86% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths rooordod 
In these towns were 12,674 and 10,696 representing birth 
and death rates of 26 ’7 and 22 -5 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A and C ).— The data here relate to 168 
towns with an estimated population of 22,261 thousands. 
Information about Assam and Bihar could not be included. 
The total number of towns is 201 and their population is 
24,668 thousands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns 
representing 00% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
1 1 ,46 9 and 9,882 representing birth and death rates of 26 • 8 


and 23-0 per thousand of population respectively. The 
table at the end gives the position by States. 

The towns of Malegaon in Bombay, Hardwar Union 
in Uttar Pradesh and Nabadwip in West Bengal reoorded 
high death rates of 109 *1, 69 • 3 and 66 '0 per thousand of 
population respectively. In Mallegaon, the high death rata 
was largely duo to deaths from fevers and smallpox, in 
Hardwar Union and Nabadwip the high death rate was 
mainly due to doaths from fevers and cholera. 

(B) States ( Part B ). — The data here relate to 16 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,221 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,763 
thousands. Thus 60% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 69% of the total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded in those towns were 1,116 and 
764 representing birth and death rates of 26-1 and 17 '9 
per thousand of peculation respectively. No town recorded a 
nigh death rate of 60 or over per thousand of population.
